Metzger said. "but we met with 
nothing but banking opposition 
False reports were circulated 
that we oouldn t give clear ti­ 
tle and that it was unwi>e to 
build next to an eyesore * 
He explained that he had at­ 
tempted to sell 12 acre> of Tria­ 
non to raise WOO OOH to reduce 
the capital debt and assure per- 
mancy of the museum 
Taxes 
were paid on the extra acreage. 
he said but it was not needed 
for the operation of the mu­ 
seum 
The attorney, who said he per­ 
sonally has lost more than COO - 
OOO since he took control of the 
replica of Louis XIY's sprawling 
40-mom Grand Trianon of Ver­ 
sailles was bitter rn his criti­ 
cism of the area s business and 
civic leader- 
' lf the Trianon were located 


in any place except Colorado 
Springs — any 
place in the 
world — this would be a great 
success The leaders (rf the com­ 
munity have done everything 
possible to drive it away." Metz­ 
ger said 
He pointed to the fact that 
residents of the area in which 
the building is located prohibit­ 
ed him from erecting signs to 
point where the Trianon was lo­ 
cated 
He said that approximately 
JO OOO persons toured the elabor­ 
ate rooms this summer but this 
wasn t enough to meet expenses 
The Trianon opened as a mu­ 
seum last January after County 
Commissioners turned to pub­ 
lic demand and granted a zon­ 
ing change permitting it to op­ 
erate as a museum The charge 
was $1 per adult for the tour 
Sunday more than 3 000 per­
